It might be mentioned that Louise Thompson isa . > 
negress and that the Internation orkers Order is one-of- the . |7 
wealthiest Communist setups in the country, as they have a 
financial reserve of almost two million dollars, It is stated 
that Louise Thompson is a well educated negress, has acted as 
organizer for the Communist Party in many sections of the United 
States, and spent several months in England and almost a year 
in Russia, It is stated that it is not known what the following

PATTERSON obtained a license to marry a MRS. LOUISE THURMAN. As a 
the necessary birth data was not available, Agent later interviewed 
PATTERSON under pretext and he, in addition to supplying the birth 
data concerning himself, verified he married a MRS. LOUISE THURMAN,

A review of a memorandum from Confidential Informant|_| in 
file 100-1, reflected that MR. WILLIAM L. PATTERSON married LOUISE b2 
THOMPSON. The source of this information has later been determined b7D 
as an article which appeared in the Daily Worker on September 29, 
1940, which article contained a picture of MR. PATTERSON and his new 
bride, LOUISE THOMPSON.  p57c 


A review of the International Workers Order file, 61-174- 
162, Special Agen of the Chicago Office on July 17, 
1941, reported:

PATTERSON in New York City, who con- 
gratulated her on the fine work she was doing in 
Chicago and said he hoped to be in Chicago in a few 
days to discuss the Negro situation." 


In a port, dated August 19, 1941, serial 173 of the 
same file, Agent reported:

MR. PATTERSON advised that MRS. PATTERSON was born in Chicago, 
that she was formerly MRS. LOUISE THURMAN, and that her maiden name 
was LOUISE TOLLS. Agent advised him that inasmuch as he was well 
known at the Election Board, information was on hand to the effect 
that he was married to LOUISE THOMPSON, to which question MR. PATTER- 
SON responded that the information was correct, that LOUISE TOLLS 
always used the name of her stepfather. He stated that his name was 
THOMPSON and that is how his wife came to be known as LOUISE THOMPSON. 


It is to be noted that although MR. PATTERSON made out an 
affidavit for a marriage license and received said license, no record 
of the actual marriage is on file at the Bureau of Vital Statistics. 


The marriage affidavit Certificate No. 1652548, reflected that MARS. — ^ 


LOUISE THURMAN was born September 9, 1901, and described her as a Widow. 
Her place of birth was not indicated, but this information was obtained 
through MR. PATTERSON in the course of the interview.

that the delegates picket the Hotel Abraham Lincoln. Informant stated 
that in fact, it was a planned program as the Negro delegates had no 
intentions of registering at the Hotel. He related that the Conference 
Arrangements Committee had been advised at least ten days in advance 

of this restriction and that at the conference a committee was selected 
to meet the Hotel management on the problem of discrimination on the 
part of the Negroes. [ 5 that LOUISE THOMPSON was appoinisd

In the same report "BMC that Informant| ] 


reported that LOUISE THOMPSON spoke during the Sunday afternoon session 
of the conference. "Miss Thompson pointed out that Illinois laws out- 
lawed discrimination against persons in regard toiheir color and race 
in seeking hotel accomodations and restaurant service." Agent 

again pointed out in this report that the conference established as 

the official organ "Your Legislative Reporter." He stated that Con- 
fidential Informant advised that there was in fact no election, 
but at the last meeting of the conference all of the nominations were 
read and all adopted and among the officers elected to issue the pub- 
lication was LOUISE THOMPSON, who was elected as Treasurer, He stated

Chicago file 100-3609 contains therein a Cd Eegen i 
file, serial 19, dated July 15, 1941, by Special Agent b7C 
This memorandum advises that changes in the Communist Party officials 


between April 17, 1941, and May 13, 1941, in the Chicago area could 
be found in Chicago file 100-125-826, 


Chicago file 100-125, entitled Communist Party activities 
in the Chicago, Illinois Area, contain Lal 825, which is a 
report which was made by Special Agent dated June 9, 
1941. This report advises that Confidential Informant| Jreported on 
the activities of the Midwest District Convention of the International 
Workers Order held at the Midland Hotel. He stated that tne first 
speaker was LOUISE THOMPSON and that the first five speakers urged 


cooperation and unity in fighting for their ideals and purposes and p2 

in aiding to defeat the "imperialist forces" which were responsible

A further review was made of the files and it was reflected 
that Confidential Informant| [furnished information that LOUISE THOMP- 
SON was a member of the International Labor Defense and that the source 
of this information was the Daily Worker dated August 4, 1933. It was 
alsoreflected that Subject was & director of education and culture 
of the National Council of the League for the Struggle for the Negro 
Race, and was elected at a meeting held at Harlem, New York, October 
29, 1933. He stated that she was arrested as a Negro organizer for 
the ILD and that the source of this information was the Daily Worker 
dated May 19, 1934, but that the charges were dropped and she was 
released according to the Daily Worker dated May 30, 1924.

He advised that the Subject was a member of the Central 
Committee of the Communist Party, according to the Daily Worker dated 
August 11, 1937, and the National Secretary of the English Section 
of the IWO, according to the Daily Worker dated November 20, 1939. 
Subject was elected a Vice-President of the IWO, accgraing to the 
Daily Worker dated June 30, 1940, and married W. LX PATTERSON, accord- 
ing to the Daily Worker dated December 29, 1940. ie concluded by 
stating that she was the Midwest District President of the IWO and 
speaker at a meeting of the same at the Midland Hotel on April 25, 1941, 
and also attended a meeting at the Communist Party Headquarters on 
June 13, 1941, and August 2, 1941. 


The files of Confidential TA ues reviewed for 
possible additional information concerning Subject. These files con- 
tained a series of circulars and pamphlets which are associated with 
the name of LOUISE THOMPSON. Among the miscellaneous papers in the 
file are throw-away circulars announcing a mass meeting entitled 
"I Saw Spain" and listing LOUISE THOMPSON as a speaker. The dates of 
these meetings were November 5, 1937, St. George Hall, 1513 Quarry 
Avenue N.W., Grand Rapids, Michigan, and November 2, 1937, 188 West b2 
Randolph Street, Chicago, Illinois. Wi 


There was also a handbill contained in the files entitled 
"In Defense Of Our Liberties" which announced that LOUISE THOMPSON, 
& national leader of the International Workers Order and member of 
the General Executive Board, would speak on "Civil Liberties in the 
IWO" on November 24, 1939 in the Peoples Auditorium, 2457 West Chicago 
Avenue, In addition. there is a clipping from the Mother Bloor 75th 


Birthday EES, Ka ; 1937, which clipping is a greeting from

In connection with the investigation of the Communist Party, 
U.S.A. by this Bureau, it is deemed advisable that a technical 
surveillance be established on the residence of the above-named

William L, Patterson, Negro, and hís wife, Louise Patterson, 

have been active in connection with Communist Party activities 

throughout the SE for a number of years. Patterson has long 

been a leader of the Communist Party in the Chicago area. He 

is reportedly a member of the National Committee of the Communist 

Party. He is also a member of the Executive Committee of the 

Illinois-Indiana District Bureau. He is the Vice-President of 

the International Labor Defense in the Chicago area. He was a 

member of the Sacco-Vanzetti National League and was extremely E

active in connection with the defense of the Scottsboro case. 

He is a Director of the National ig s Congress and a sponsor of 

the Abraham Lincoln Rehabilitation Fund, Inc. Patterson was 
Vice-President of the League for Struggle for Negro Rights in 1935. 

He was on the Mooney Council for Action and a member of the National 
Committee of the Friends of the Soviet Union. In 1938 he was 

a member of the Reorganizing Committee of the American League 

for Peace and Democracy. He was a delegate to the National 

Convention of the Communist Party in New York City in 1940. 

Until recent date he was an instructor and director of the Chicago 
Workers School, which is definitely a Communist sponsored school. 

He was the Communist Party candidate for the Mayor of New York Ge 
City in:1933, and in 1940 he was a Communist Party candidate a 
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for the United States Congress. In 1942 he was carried on the "1 
Communist Party nominating petition as a candidate for z 


superintendent of Public lüstitutions in the State of Illinois. 
At the BEE time Patterson is an Assistant Director of the T7 
Abraham Lincoln School, a trade union group which is presently L 
active in Chicago, Illinois. Information received to date tends to ES 
reflect that this school is also a Communist sponsored institution, 


Patterson has always been interested in the Negro situation in 
and around Chicago, particularly in so far as the Communist infiltration 
thereof is concerned. Is is known from other technical sources 
that he is still interested in these matters and that he formulates 


considerable Party policy in so far as ^r same is PPA "i 
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Louise Patterson is also known to be prominent in connection 
with Communist Party activities in and around Chicago. She, too, 
has been reported to be a member of the National Committee of the 
Party. She is also a member of the District Committee of the 
Communist Party for District No. 8. She is presently President of the 
Midwest District of the International Workers Order a recognized 
Communist Party organization. She has been extremely active in 
connection with such movements and organizations as the American 
Peace Mobilization , the Committee for peoples Rights, the 
Committee for Defense of Polítical Prisoners, the Illinois 
peoples Conference for Legislative Action, the International Labor 
Defense, the Midwestern Federation for Constitutional Liberties, 
the League for Struggle for Negro Rights and was active in 
connection with the Scottsboro defense. She was at one time an 
Instructor in the Chicago Workers School, which as stated above, 
was a Communist sponsored school. She like her husband is also 
extremely interested and active in connection with Negro 
activities in the Chicago area. 


Technical coverage of the residence of the above individuals 
will most likely make available considerable information of an 
enlightening nature, especially in so far as Communist 
activities among the Negroes is concerned. However, it is also felt 
that this coverage will furnish considerable information of a 
political nature concerning Party activities in the Chicago area. 


I recommend that this surveillance be authorized.

It is noted that the above individual is regarded as one of 
the leading figures in Communist activity in the Chicago area 
and this oase is considered one of the outstanding cases of 
this type in this office. While it appears to have received 
consistent investigative attention, references are made to the 
fact that one LOUIS MPSON was in custody of the Chicago 
Police Department, having been arrested in a disorderly house. 
The information set forth in the last portion of the report of 
Special Agent dated 11/26/45, appears to 
indioate this person is probably not identical with subjeot. 
It is believed this matter should be thoroughly checked out in 
order to definitely determine if these two persons are the same. 


It is also suggested in this connection that every effort be 

made to determine whether or not the subject of this case has 

a criminal record, It may be well to submit a communication to 
the Bureau requesting a check of the indices of the Identification 
Division in an effort to locate a criminal record for subject.

EE brated that on September 26, 194'7 LOUISE PATTERSON stated that 
she had attended a meeting of the Negro Commission of the Communist Party 
at the Greek Hall, 5522 South Halsted Street, Chicago. 


The informant advised that during the meeting PATTERSON had given a report 

on a two day National Negro Commission meeting which had been held at New 

York earlier that month. It was reported that during this meeting the National 
Negro Commission had served its useful purpose and that it must be luquidated 
locally and nationally. According to the informant PATTERSON was in favor of 
the liquidation proceeding for the National Negro Commission. 


Bid. duisi that on November 21, 1947 LOUISE THOMPSON PATTERSON 

of the DuSable Lodge of the International Workers Order in Chicago said that 
it would be difficult for the DuSable Center to operate on its own during 
January of 1948 and that it would take the center at least six months to 

get back on its feet. She stated that she had attempted to secure a direct 
subsidy from the Communist Party for about a six month period.  PATTERSON 
revealed that G REEN, Chairman of the Communist Party, District No. 8, 

had stated that the Communist Party would have to work out more carefully the 
matter of finances for the center during the six month period in question. 


Chicag stated that on November 22, 1947 LOUISE PATTERSON attended a 
Communist Party meeting held at the Orchestra Hall in Chicago on November 
21, 1947. ; 

It was also reported by PE et on January 5, 1948 LOUISE PATTERSON 
had attended an Illinois Communist Party Convention on NovemBer 28, 1947 in 
the West Room of the Ashland Auditorium, Ashland and Van Buren Streets, 
Chicago, Illinois. 


ohicagd__reveszos that on May 8, 1948 LOUISE PATTERSON stated that she 
had attended a meeting of the Communist Party which was held at the DuSable 
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Center in Chicago on Sunday, May 8, 1948. She stated that the purpose of 
the meeting was to discuss the Progressive Party and the action to be taken 
by it during the coming election. She also advised that during this meeting 
she had been assigned to work with the Progressive Party in the Chicago 
area, 


Chicago dvised that on March 4, 1948 LOUISE PATTERSON attended an 
emergency city-wide Communist Party membership meeting at the DuSable 
Community Center, 49th and Wabash Avenue. PATTERSON did not disclose the 
purpose of the meeting according to the informant. b2 


International Workers Order b7D 


Chicago of known reliability, stated that on April 20, 1947 PATTERSON 
stated that she had been the chairman of a meeting of the Midwest Section of 
the International Workers Order, 64 West Randolph Street, Chicago, Illinois, 
During this meeting she stated that the International Workers Order was going 
through a complete change. She said that the International Workers Order 
lodges throughout the country would be broken up into nationality groups. 

The negro people would be in negro lodges - the Jewish people would be in 
Jewish lodges, etc. 


LOUISE PATTERSON further advised that only the Soviet Union worked in 
harmony with its people because it had no nationality group problem. She 
stated that the Soviet Union enjoyed their own cultural life and they had 
a unity among all their people which no other country or any amount of 
countries could break, She said that European problems were our problems 
and that people in the United States would never be American Until European 
problems were settled. 


"e M of known reliability, revealed that on May 21, 1947 LOUISE 
PATTERSON indicated that she was not too interested in taking over an 
Abraham Lincoln School Annex in Chicago. She indicated that she would rather 
see a DuSable lodge of the IWO promote an educational program which would 

be financed by the Abraham Lincoln School. She advised tha? she would like 
to enphasize child care, ohild psychology, art, literature, grammar, history 


- and social problems in the educational program of DuSable Lodge 751 of the 


IWO.

The Abraham Lincoln School has been cited by the Attorney General as a 
Communist organization. 


e EEN that on August 5, 1947 the DuSable Lodge of the IWO in 
Chicago held a meeting which had been called by LOUISE PATTERSON. The

South Wabash., 


The informant advised that LOUISE PATTERSON was the wife of WILLIAM L. 
PATTERSON who only recently was Vice-Chairman of the Communist Party, District 
No. 8, and was recently appointed chairman of the Civil Rights Congress 

with headquarters in New York City. The informant stated that LOUISE 
PATTERSON had advised the members during the farewell testimonial dinner 

that she would join her husband in New York City about the first of January, 
1949 and that she would be giving up her DuSable activities in Chicago. 


The Civil Rights Congress is cited by the Attorney General as a Communist 
organization.

Also, Dr, SANTOS-BUCH 
identified ROBERT TABER as a co-organizer of the FPCC 
and said TABER drafted the aforementioned FPCC advertisement. 
Dr. SANTOS-BUCH further testified that he and TABER obtained 
$3,500 from the Cuban Government through the son of Cuba's 
Foreign Minister, which funds, along with about $1,100 
collected from supporters of the FPCC, pala for the cost 
of aforementioned advertisement in "The New York Times."

A source advised on April 9, 1963, that on April 7, 
1963, at a meeting of the District Committee of the Communist 
Party, United States of America (CPUSA), of New England, held 
in Boston, Messachusetts, HERBERT APTHEKER stated he was 
developing an organization called American Institute for 
Marxist Studies (AIMS), which would eventually legalize the 
CP. He stated AIMS would publish literature on History, 
Science, Physics, Archeology and other subjects which would 
be put out quarterly with various supplements. 


A second source advised on June 30, 1966, that 
HERBERT APTHEKER was elected to the National Committee, 
CPUSA, at tre 18th National Convention of the CPUSA, held 
June 22-26, 1966, in New York City 


A third source advised.on June 7, 1963, that on 
June 3, 1963, HERBERT APTHEKER spoke at the CPUSA, New York 
District Board meeting concerning AIMS,  APTHEKER stated 
that AIMS would unite and strengthen the CP although the CP 
would not be connected with it. He stated AIMS was being 
formed to operate within the scope of the McCarran and Smith 
Acts and would legally bring Marxist material and opinions 
to the attention of American scholars and the general public.

According to the sources, surprisingly little 
public interest has been manifested in the ANGELA YVONNE DAVIS 
case by either the French Communist Party (PCF) or local 
organizations supporting the Black Power Movement. Although 
initial indications that the communist-dominated French General 
Confederation of Labor (CGT) would support a World Syndicalist 
Federation appeal calling for freeing DAVIS portended a 
vigorous pro-DAVIS campaign, no such activity hãs developed 
to date. Even the usually hyperbolic PCF newspaper "L'Humanite"' 
has been relatively moderate in its treatment of the issue in 
the scanty coverage which it has afforded to the DAVIS trial, 
which it described in typically doctrinaire fashion as "racist" 
motivated. Sources indicated, however, that preoccupation 
with issues having greater local appeal, such as students 
imprisoned by the French police and concern with the organization 
of a right-wing political group which has already clashed with 
PCF militants, together with preparations for recently-concluded 
local elections diminished, pro-PAVIS activities which might 


otherwise have been held. (& M) 


Concerning the apparent nonconcern. of Black Power 
organizations, the sources indicated the recent split within 
the Black Panther Party in the United States has resulted in 
a struggle for control among elements which are committed 
respectively to ELDRIDGE CLEAVER and the Algiers-based faction 
and to HUEY NEWTON. All other issues, including DAVIS, are 
currently being held in abeyance pending the outcome of the 
power struggle between European supporters of the above-name 
Panther luminaries.
